REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


OF THE TOWN OF GRANTHAM. 


The School Committee presents the following report of the 
condition of the schools for the school year 1880-81: 


DISTRICT NOv 1: 


J. L. Spiller, Prudential Committee. Summer term taught 
by Miss Hattie C. Colby, with measurable success. ‘The class 
in Appleton’s First Reader made excellent advancement. The 
advanced pupils, at the final examination, did not manifest that 
familiarity with the branches of study pursued, which results 
from constant drill, and reviews required sufficiently often to 
enable the pupils to completely master their work. 


Winter term, taught by Mr. Fred. W. Putnam of Croydon. 
The school was in session but three weeks, owing to sickness 
in the teacher’s family. The school while in session was under 
thorough discipline, Mr. P. considering it his first duty to se- 
cure order, and those who visited the school know how well he 
succeeded. Order makes any. school .a success; without it, 
time and money are uselessly expended.

DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Converse Goodhue, Prudential Committee. Summer term 
taught by Mrs. Susan G. Stocker. This was a small school, 
but the teacher employed the time faithfully, consequently the 
improvement was decided. In no other school in town did the 
scholars answer so many practical questions, as in this one. 
Questions relating to the leading features of our Granite State, 
were answered with promptitude and accuracy. Mrs. 58. is a 
teacher of sound judgment and ability. 

Fall term, taught by same teacher with good success. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Oscar F. Buswell, Prudential Committee. Summer term 
taught by Mrs. H. G. Clough. This term was one of profit. 
The pupils at the final examination were quite thorough in the 
studies pursued. This teacher docs not hold to preparing for 
an examination, but prefers that the pupils should stand upon 
their own merits. 

Fall term taught by same teacher. The order in this 
school was not quite what it should have been. The larger 
scholars needed good, healthy discipline. The progress under 
the circumstances was quite good. 

Winter term commenced by Mr. Geo. F. Pettengill of En- 
field, but on account of illness was obliged to engage his broth- 
er, W. L. Pettengill, to complete the term. Both of these 
teachers are young men of scholarly habits, and their methods 
of teaching are in accordance with modern ideas. At the final 
examination the pupils gave evidence of having been thoroughly 
drilled. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Henry H. Currier, Prudential Committee. But one term of 
school in this district, taught by Miss B. A. Stevens, exper- 
ienced teacher, good order, few scholars.. Progress always de- 
cided in such instances. 
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‘DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Fred S. Currier, Prudential Committee. Winter term 
taught by Miss B. Barton of Croydon. Upon visiting the 
school at the commencement of the term, appearances indicated 
that a good school would be the result of Miss B’s efforts. 
Your committee was unable to be present at the final examina- 
tion, and Mr. L. B. Hayward, at my request, kindly consented to 
examine the school. His report was not so satisfactory as we 
had hoped. . | 


DISTRICIANO..6G: 


Julian Walker, Prudential Committee. But one term in 
this district, taught by Miss Ella V. Walker of Croydon. ‘The 
‘scholars seemed to take considerable interest in their studies 
and made good progress. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Charles Thornton, Prudential Committee. Snmmer term 
taught by Miss Sarah A. Mason of Hanover. Here was a 
practical teacher, and one whose profession was rightly chosen. 
Miss M. has attended the State Normal School and has had 
a large experience in teaching. Her school was a model of dis- 
cipline, hard study and good progress. 

Winter term taught by Mr. Ralph R. Howard of Newport. 
This was a profitable term for the district. Mr. H. labored for 
the interest of each scholar. The advancement made in nearly 
all the studies was very decided. } 

For the good of a school, the Superintendent may do a 
ereat deal and the parents more; but in the choice of teachers, 
it is the Prudential Committee who gives to the school its head. 
The appointing power lies with the District Committee. ‘The 
Superintendent can merely confirm or reject. ‘The several com- 
mittees have, we think, been fortunate in securing the services 
of good teachers. Most of our teachers, however, should con- 
consider it a duty to attend the State Normal School; the prac- 
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tical value of such attendance cannot be over-estimated.. Your 
Committee is of the opinion that first-class teachers are the 
more profitable to employ, even if the recompense is greater, 
than to engage those of an inferior grade at lesser rates. It is 
sometimes difficult to secure this class of instructors, as they 
are induced to accept more lucrative positions in graded schools 
etc., but if they can be had, preference should be given them. 
There is a prevalent idea that cheap teachers are the more prof- 
itable to employ, as the schools would be of longer duration ; 
but it is the experience of Educational Boards that with first- 
class teachers and shorter schools, the results are far more satis- 
factory. Appleton’s Readers have been introduced into nearly 
all the schools; complete introduction will no doubt be made 
as soon as practicable.
